ALLEN TELLS CAUSES 
OF MENTAL DISORDER 


ATHENS, Ga., April 12.—(>)— 
Three measures for the prevention of 
mental disorders and suggestions as 
to their treatment were given by Dr. 
Edwin A. Allen, of Milledgeville, be- 
fore the psychology clinic of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia at its April meet- 
ing t.ere last aight. 

“First is education of the individual 
to understand and manage his instinc- 
tive demands, particularly the sexual 
instinct,” he said, 

Second, children should be educated 
in habits of self reliance, rather than 
in habits -f dependence on the fam- 
ily, he added, and parents must be 
tanght to aid their children in this 
process, 

“Third, the individual should de- 
velop a sense of his personal value in 
the social group and in the general 
plan of the universe.’ 

“Faulty -hinking habits are the 
cause of mental disorders, Dr. Allen 
pointed out. “The chief offender is 
the habit of entertaining one’s self 
with his own thoughts.” 

Treatments suggested included 
frank discussion of the patient’s con- 
flicts, so that the patient and doctor 
may understand the actual life situa- 
tion in the face of which te individ- 


ual breaks down, and directed activ- Ww. 


ity to interest the patient in his en- 
vironment. 

“There is no mechanism comparable 
with an intelligent end vigorous appli- 
cation of one’s self to a vocation or an 
avocation for the production on an 
emotional tfinquility which is so nec- 


‘essary for a good and useful life,” 


Dr. Allen said.

More Live Stock Means 
Better Farm Programs, 
Say Agriculture Experts 


TIFTON, Ga., April 12.—()—Bet- 
ter farming programs, through addi- 
tion of live stock, were demonstrated 
here today to approximately 700 farm- 
ers att:nding livestock day at the 
coastal experiment station. 

Agriculturists of the 
system said Georgia farmers, particu- 
larly those in southern sections, may 
ndd cattle with assurance of uccess. 
Feed may be raised on acres retired 
through AAA programs provided the 
products are used at home, “where, 


after all, there is the greatest need,” 


they added. 

After hearing outlines of the plan, 
the visitors -inspected pastures built 
by the station on low and high lands. 
They received information on cultivat- 
ing these inexpensively. 

Students of Abraham Baldwin Ag- 
ricultural College exhibited animals 
developed on the pastures, including 
milking Short Horns, beef Short 
Horns, Jerseys and Herefords. It was 
their first live stock show. 

Paul W. Chapman, of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia College of Agriculture, 
told the group of live stock represented 
the “deficiency” phase of Georgia's 
farming program. He said the state 
imports 20,000,000 pounds of beef an- 
nually, sending nearly as much money 
out of the state for this purpose as 
the farmers receive for their peach 
erop. 

While farm income in the state in- 
creased almost 100 per cent during 
the past year, he said, the state is 
still a long way from a satisfactory 
farm income. Despite the increase, he 
said, cash income on the farms was 


about half of what it was during the | 


five years prior to 1920. 

He stressed the importance of de- 
veloping a system which would in- 
elude prevention of soil erosion, more 
forage and pasture and ample live 
stock. The need for developing live 
stock if the state is to have a success- 
ful live-at-home program was pointed 
out by Harry L. Brown, agricultural 
extension director of the University of 
Georgia.

Take Stand for State in Whitfield T rial 


The 8-year-old son of the victim shared interest with the defendant in the murder trial of Roy Whit- 


field, accused of the slaying of Clarence Echols, here Thursday. 


The boy, Clarence Echols Jr., is shown on

Argument in the case of Roy Whit- 
field, charged with the murder of 
Clarence Echols on February 23, will 

concluded Friday morning before 
Judge E. E. Pomeroy. The trial of 
the young former CWA worker, which 
occupied all of Thursday, was fea- 
tured by the appearance on the wit- 
ness stand of 8-year-old Clarence 
Echols, eldest of four children of the 
slain man. 

The Rev. P. L. Maner, Baptist min- 
ister, testified that 40 minutes before 
the killing, which is alleged to have 
been the result of an argument over 
a pint of liquor, he had knelt with 
Echols at the bedside of one of the 
Echols children, believed to be dying 
of pneumonia. 

Clarence, who was qilalified by the 
court after expressing the belief that 
lying boys will go “to the bad-man,” 
testified that he had not seen any

Her between his father and 
hitfield before the slaying, as he 
was “eating péanuts and was not pay- 
ing attention.” 

The minister was summoned as a 
witness for the state and testified that 
Echels was sober at the time the fam- 
ily assembled in prayer for the child, 
who has since recovered, but for whose 
life two physicians had given up hope. 
The widow of the slain man testified 
that Whitfield and her husband got 
into an argument because two gnats 
were in a bottle of liquor purchased 
by the defendant from the slain maf, 
and that Echols’ throat was slashed 
with a pocket-knife when the two 
went outside of the little home on 
Howell Mill road to settle their dif- 
ferences. 

Whitfield, only wjtness for the de 
fense, told the jury that before they 
left the house Echols. picked up a 


knife. He contended that he acted in 


self-defense, inflicting the fatal wound : 


which resulted in death before a hos- 
pital was reached, only when he be 
lieved Echols was striking at him with 
the alleged weapon. 

Whitfield, who stated that he was 
a lumber mill worker by trade, sat 
throughout the proceedings cuddling 
in his arms 4-year-old Roy Whitfield 
Jr., while a younger brother, Bennie, 
sat at his mother’s feet on the court- 
room floor and munched a supply of 
apples, 

The defense was given opening and 
concluding arguments and Judge Mur- 
phy Holloway began his opening ad- 
dress before the close of court. He 
will be followed this morning by As- 
sistant Solicitor John Hudson for the 
state. The defendant’s concluding ar- 
gument will be by H. A. Allen.

AN IDEAL SELECTION. 

The selection of Marion Smith, 
of Atlanta, as chairman of the state 
board of regents puts at the head 
of the university system a man emi- 
nently qualified by both ability and 
intimate knowledge of educational 
affairs to discharge the duties of 
this responsible, position. 

Mr. Smith succeeds Cason Calla- 
way, of LaGrange, who accepted 
the position recently only with the 
understanding that. the demands of 
his business interests would not 
permit him to continue in the posi- 
tion. 

No wiser choice as his successor 
could have been made than in the 
naming of Marion Smith. He is a 
graduate of the university, the sone 
of a distinguished former governor 
and United States senator and, a 
grandson of General T. R. R. Cobb, 
of Athens, killed in the service of 
his state during the Civil War, and 
whose name is indissolubly linked 
with the traditions and the history 
of the university. 

It was with difficulty that Mr. 
Smith could be persuaded to accept 
the chairmanship of the board, be- 
cause of the demands of his profes- 
sion on his time, but, due to his 
devotion to the university, he 
yielded. , 

The choice is an ideal one and 
assures a continuance of the splen- 
did work of the board in the ad- 
vancement of the higher educa- 
tional system of the state. 


BETTER TO GO SLOW. 

The handicapping effect that 
some of the provisions of the stock 
market bill now pending before 
congress would have on the aver- 
age industrial or business establish- 
ment, makes it imperative that the 
measure be not acted upon hastily 
—certainly not until it is known 
that no step taken will result harm- 
fully to business. 

There seems to be a growing be- 
lief the wise course will be to let 
the bill go over until the next ses- 
sion in order that there may be 
thorough discussion and investiga- 
tion of the charge that, in its pres- 
ent shape, the measure contains 
many pitfalls for business. 

It is argued that if this course 
is taken, congress will be in a bet- 
ter position—with the recovery 
program farther advanced and con- 
ditions generally more stable—to 
frame a bill more apt to efficiently 
curb the evils which have arisen in 
the conduct of the stock exchanges, 
without at the same time furnish- 
ing a serious handicap to the sound 
operation and expansion of busi- 
ness, 

The purpose of the bill is, sup- 
posedly, to regulate the activities 
of the stock exchanges, but into it 
have been inserted provisions that 
not only call for governmental su- 
pervision of private business, but 
will make it extremely difficult for 
corporations to secure capital to 
finance their operations and expan- 
sions, 

It is better to go slow in the 
case of a measure of such far-reach- 
ing effect than to go too fast and 
find out too late that a mistake has 
been made. 

The damaging effect of the bill, 
as now drawn, on the manufactur- 
ing concerns of the country is re- 
vealed by Paul Mallon in his com- 


The bill, instead of merely cre- 
ating regulations for the operations 
of the stock exchange, turns sweep- 
ing authority over the affairs of 
corporations to the federal trade 
commission. The commission would 
be able to prescribe how the books 
of a company were to be kept, the 
methods of appraisal, the rates of 
depreciation, and how its reports 


The commission would be anu- 
thorized to compel a manufactur- 
ing company to publish the inti- 
mate details of its business, includ-

And so forth. he meth- 
ods especially recommended by the 
professor, whose name is Banse, and 
of whom we will hear more in the fu- 
ture, are the contamination of drink- 
ing water with typhus germs, the 
spreading of plague and_ cholera 
through infected rats, etc. 

This professor of ruthless extermi- 
nation has been writing books of this 
kind since 1906, but nobody paid any 
attention to him. Even in the years 
of the war, the German people _re- 
mained sane enough to leave him to 
his fantastic and gruesome imaginings. 
But Hitler has pulled him out of his 
dark corner and put him into the pro- 
fessorial chair, because his teachings 
are suitable for the inculcation of a 


_Oh, yes, it's peace they want call 
right, the new German overlords, who 
are driving their people to perdition. 
Listen to this: “We did’ not: come 
here,” remarked an orator at the un- 
veiling of a statue to the Archangel 
Michael, “to speak the sweet language 
of peace. Our words are inspired by 
the terrible appeal of war. Young 
warriors raise your arms and take an 
oath before this statue dedicated to 
the sublime idea of blood sacrifice!” 
Sublime idea! How terrible, how 
unimaginably gruesome will be the 
end of the Hitler regime in Germany. 
W hipping the people up to a murder 
pitch, and they were in the mood to be 
whipped up hecanse they had suffered 
much, all this will lead to the great- 
est disillusion of modern times. Day 
by day it becomes clearer in what di- 
rection Germany is drifting. 


HEALTH TALKS

EXTRA, eau! CASE OF GOUT 
ND. 

Whenever the conductor of this 
health servic egets off ove of his arbi- 
trary asseveratiofs in reference to the 
nonentity of an alleged malady, such 
as “billiousness,” “rheumatiz,” “cold,” 
“nervous breakdown” or “indigestion,” 
some one somewhere, perhaps even a 
physician, gets off a sarcastic retort 
or asks a few rhetorical questions 
without coming to actual grips on the 
issue. There wouldn't be much fun in 
this game if it were not so. 

Deliberately and with malice afore- 
thought I have on numerous occasions 
in the past few years ridiculed the 
quaint conception of gout and pointed 
out the frajl support on which the 
clinical definition of this hypothetical 
disease is based. I had hoped to pro- 
voke some pone doctor into a heated 
argument about it, but for all the re- 
action elicited by these challenges my 
negation of gout as a pathological en- 
tity might be shared by all medical 
men who have any notions about the 
question at all. 

It is therefore with a good deal of 
astonishment and not a little delight 
that I come upon a report of a case of 
gout published in the February, 1934, 
bulletin of the Buffalo Academy of 
Medicine, by L. M. Lockie, M. D., and 
R. Hubbard, Ph. D. 

The patient, a man 52 years old, 
had been admitted to the hospital sev- 
eral times in the past three years, 
with periodic attacks of pain in va- 
rious joints, especially both knees and 
both big toes, which incapacitated him 
a week or two. The joints became 
swollen, red and quite painful. When 
the attacks subsided there was no 
~ or other disability’ in the inter- 
vals, 

Twice in the three years little 
nodules or hard swellings called 
‘tophi’” have been obtained from the 
patient's ears. These are deposits of 
nonasodium urate (not uric acid but 
a salt of uric acid). They are often 
found in the fingertip under the skin, 
or over the cheek or side of the nose, 
in the palm, in an eyelid—and unfor- 
tunately for the theory of gout, people 
having these “tophi” are usually free 
from any history of such trouble or 
indeed they are free from any com- 
plaint at all. 

The Buffalo patient received some 
new-fangled medicine which purports 
to “increase excretion of uric acid.” It 
had little if any influence on the pro- 
portion of uric acid in the blood anid 
none on the pain in the joints. But 
when he was given an old empirical 
remedy, colchicum, this seemed to 
bring relief to the joint pain and in- 
creased elimination of uric acid. The 
investigators suggest that the doses of 
wine of colchicum or of the active 
principle of colchicum called colchi- 
cine should be sufficient to produce 
some griping and slight diarrhea for 
the best results.

EXCHANGES WASHINGTON, April 12.—The second draft of 
the stock market bill, worked out at the time 
Mr. Roosevelt sent his message to congress urging its passage, 
rould have an influence on all business corporations outside the 
stock exchange list. : 

Take an averdge New England textile mill, or a shoe factory in 
St. Louis. Presume that it is capitalized at a moderate amount and 
has a fairly wide distribution of capital stock, mostly in the -area 
in which the mill is located. Such a company is not likely te have 
its stock listed on any organized exchange, but its securities would 
undoubtedly ‘e traded in for investments. 

The owner of such stock will find first, that he cannot use 
it as collateral with any national securities exchange, any broker, 
dealer, etc., in any ordinary transaction. He cannot, for instance, 
usé his stock to purchase listed securities not specifically exempt 
from the terms of tre bill (government bunds, etc.). 

Thus the value of his privately held stock would be influenced 


in this one particular, at least. 
SELLING PROBLEM if the owner of the textile or shoe stock 
should decide to sell it, he would prob- 
ably take it to an “over-the-counter” market. That is the cus- 
tomary place for disposal of such unlisted securities. He would 
then find that the new bill gives the federal trade commission au- 
thority to regulate such sale; to register the broker who handled 
the transaction; to force registration of the securities dealt in by 
the over-the-counter method; to adopt any rules and regulations 
which it sees fit for the protection of the public. . 

If the owner tried to sell his stock privately he would prob- 
ably become legally liable to the same regulations. /The section 
dealing with this over-the-counter subject. is somewhat vague, but 
there is no question that it gives the federal trade commission very 
broad powers. Whether these powers contained in the bill will 
be exercised by the commission is something no one can foretell. 

lf the commission wants’ to, it could require the average small 
industrial concern to file the same,type of complete financial ac- 
counting required of larger corporations, which have their stocks 
listed on organized exchanges, before it can dispose of any of its 
stock in over-the-counter. markets, 

Thus the small unlisted industry or buSiness may find itself in 
the same category as large listed businesses with the added penalty 

' againt use of its stock as collateral. 

The reason for the penalty against using unlisted stock as col- 
lateral is that, if you regulate the organized exchanges very strict- 
ly, the stocks will flee to the over-the-counter market. Provision 
therefore has been made to catch everything there.

He actually 
contemplated the possibility of the Asiatic squadron and all Amer- 
ican vessels in the far east being wiped out in event of a sudden 


war. 
Pratt took the message to the White House and Stimson was 


called off. « 

COLD FEET Anyone in close touch with congressmen can see

for it.

Bidding Opponents’ Suit 

A’ bid that is greatly abused by 
many Contract players but is really 
one of the finest bids available on 
hands of a certain type is a bid of an 
opponent’s suit to indicate no losers 
in the suit and thus possibly point 
the way to a safely bid Slam, where 
the hand itself is strong enough and 
the bidding of partner has indicated 
that the strength held by one player 
will be complemented by strength in 
the partner's hand. 

In a recent Duplicate game Mr. Les- 
lie Coloney, of New York, was the 
only player to reach the makable Slam 
in the hand shown below use he 
used the Overcall in the adversely bid 
suit and thus gave his partner infor- 
mation relative to the continuance of 
the bidding.

Hence the Over- 
call of opponents’ suit. 

5—East deciles to make it as difficult 
as possible four North and South. 

6—At this point South had a choice 
of calls. “This was the one actu- 
ally made, but five diamonds 
would not be bad and neither could 
a pass at this juncture be utterly 
condemned. However, South rea- 
soned that he had never shown 
heart support and, knowing that 
his partner had no spade losers, 
was perfectly willing to follow this 
road to Slam.

Chief Justice Richard B. Russell 
Sr., Thursday paid his entrance fee as 
a candidate for re-election, and George 
B. Hamilton qualified to succeed him- 
self as state treasurer. 

Justice Russell, the father of United 
States Senator Richard B. Russell Jr., 
has been on the supreme bench sinee 
1923 and previously for years was a 
judge of the court of appeals. 

Mr. Hamilton was appointed treas 
urer last year to fill the unexpired 
term of the late Mark L. Ledford. * 


No formal statements regarding 
their candidacies came from either 
member of the commission but both 
said that they planned to do little 
campaigning. 

“The commission has more than 
enough work to do to keep its mem- 
bers on the job .every day through- 
out the summer,” Chairman Wilhoit 
said. “Mr. Daniel and I plan to stay 
here practically all of the time. If 
we get out to campaign at all it 
probably will be on week-ends.” 

Mr. McDonald alread is actively 
campaigning. It has been reported 
that James A. Perry, of Atlanta, will 
oppose Mr. Wilhoit, but no an- 
nouncement has come from him. 

The new commission already has 
reduced electric power rates and rates 
for subscribers of the Southern Bell 
Telephone Company and ‘several smal] 
telephone companies, as well as is- 
sued a number of railroad rate or- 
ders, which are still in the courts. 

Mr. Wilhoit is a Warrenton law- 
yer. He served in the house of rep- 
resentatives and was elected to the 
senate, a post which he resigned be- 
fore being sworn in to become a 
member of the state highway board. 

Mr. Daniel, one of the few surviv- 
ing Tom ‘Watson leaders in Georgia, 
makes his home at LaGrange and has 
been widely known in state politics 
for several decades.

“T saw that old Father Nile, with- 
out any doubt, rises from Victoria 
Nyanzi,” said Speke. .“The tophead 
of the Nile, on the southern end of 
the lake, is close on the third degree 
of south latitude. 

“A straight line drawn from Lake 
Victoria to the mouth of the Nile . 
would measure about 2,300 miles. 

Like all other long rivers, the Nile 
does a good deal of curving. If it 
could be pulled out into a straight 
line, it would stretch across a dis- 
tance of close to 4,000 miles, and 
would reach from the most northern 
point in Canada to a point sonth of 
Mexico City.

Last of Marooned Reds 
Rescued From Floes 


MOSCOW, Aprtil 12.—(/)—A 
saga of the sea, unparalleled in mod- 


ern times, reached a dramatic con- 
clusion tonight when soviet pilou' 
rescued the last six persons of a 
party of 102 marooned on an arctic 
sta ice floe two months ago. 

The aviators a few hours earlier 
had conquered hazards of the far 
north and brought 22 to the main- 
land at Cape Van Karem, Siberia, 
from the dangerous ice pack on 
which they sought refuge when their 
ship, the Cheliuskin, was crushed in 
the ice February 13 and sank. 

The rescuing of the last members 
meant that exactly one day less than 
two months after their craft sank 
with the loss of one life’ all of the 
surviving company had been saved 
by fliers who braved sub-zero weath- 
er and hazards of a hitherto unex- 
plored route. 

Before April 7 ten women and 
two children had been saved and the 
aviator and mechanic attached.to 
the Wrangel Island expedition had 
made their way in their own plane 
to the mainland.

‘DRY EVERGLADES KILL 


: MILLIONS OF FISH 
MIAMI, Fla., April’ 12.—(#)—Mil- 
lions of tropical fish, stranded by re- 
ceding waters, are gasping out their 
lives in the Everglades, while flocks 
of gorged birds stand a death watch. 
An expedition of the Tropical Bi- 
ological Society returned today from a 
survey trip into the ‘glades for a dis- 
tance of 50 miles west of Miami and 
reported the vast expanse of sawgrass, 
ie ge and cypress to be almost bone 
ry. 

The fish are dying in myriad 
shrinking water holes, while white 
ibis and blue herons, with occasional 
egrets, ward herons and Louisiana 
herons parade around the edges in the 
drying mud. 

Tracks of ‘’glades animals, racoons, 
wildcats and swamp rats’ were thick 
near the holes, the society’s members 
reported, indicating these little wild- 
land denizens had, too, been feeding 
well. 

The Everglades will remain dry un- 
til the spring rains, now beginning, 
again fill the sloughs and cover the

JASPER, Ala., April 12.—(4)— 
Guns blazed from ambush at the Coal 
Valiey mine of the Debardeleben -Coal 


Corporation today, slightly wounding 
two of the few miners in Alabama 
whe returned to the shafts to work 
this week. 

A few hours later Sheriff A. N. 
Barrentine had taken into custody a 
man by the name of Joe Wood, for 
investigation, and announced arrests 
were to follow.

McCANN AGAINST IT. 


Emmett McCann, Little Rock’s new 
manager, believes it will take away 
much of the thrill from baseball in- 
stead of adding to it. Paul Wannin- 
ger, of Knoxville, another new skip- 
per, joined his president, Mr. Allen, 
in protest. 

Clyde Milan, of Birmingham, the 
manager who gave the, rule the first 
try-out in an exhibition game last 
week, believes the players will be 
against .it, but personally is in favor 
of giving it a trial in league games 
before taking action. 

Of the remaining three answering 
the poll, two managers, Doc Prothro, 
of Memphis, and Larry Gilbert, of 
New Orleans, favored giving it a tfial 
and one

Furthermore my opinion 
it is likely to retard seriously the de- 
velopment of young pitchers.” 

Emmett MeCann, Little Rock—‘I 
really believe it will take some of the 
thrill away from the game.” 

Wilbert Robinson, Atlanta—‘“It’s 
an insult to baseball and not in keep- 
ing with the science or spirit of the 
game,” 

Spencer Abbott, Atlanta—‘As far 
as I am concerned, they can write it 
off the books right now. I’ve seen all 
I want to see of it and I believe the 
fans and players feel the same way 
about it.” 

Clyde Milan, Birmingham—‘‘Haven’t 
seen enough of new pass rule to 
form an opinion. We have used it in 
our exhibition games. Most players, 
big league and Southern, seem to 
think unfavorably of it. The idea of 
the rule was for the fans’ benefit and 
until we see their reaction I would 
nee be in favor of suspending ‘the 
rule.” 

Doc Ptothro, Memphis—‘Baseball 
was o, k. without the new rule but 
some figure it will increase the s”s- 
pense and add to the interest. So léc’s 
give it a try and if not liked, then I 
would be in favor of threwing it out. 
It is my opinion that it wi put a few 
more gray hairs in our heads when a 
wild youngster is working. On the 
other hand, it should help the clubs 
with experienced pitching staffs.” 

Latry Gilbert, New Orleans—‘Since 
we went on record originally as fa- 
voring the new pass rule, I think we 
should try it out to see how it works. 
Personally I think the fans will get 
a kick out of it. But the players them- 
selves will be strictly against it.” 

Joe Engel, Chattanooga—‘Suggest 
try rule to see if practical, since we 
have it.” 

The only umpire interviewed on the 
rule, Bick Campbell, does not think 
it practical and foresees a lot of an- 
guish for the umpires and no end of 
confusion to the fans and players. 

It is interesting to note further that 
every managér queried, including 
Milan and Gilbert, thought the play- 
ers would not like it. 

AS IT READS. 

The text of the rule, put into ef- 
fect at the Galveston meeting last No- 
vember, is briefly as follows: 

“In any inning, after two outs 
have been made, if the pitcher delivers 
four consecutive balls to the man at 
bat, the latter shall be entitled to first 
base and any and all runners occupy- 
ing bases shall be advanced two bases, 
except in the event both third and 
second bases are occupied.
